The many citizens of Red Deer, who

ity for Nghting, and’ power purposes, 
haye fbeen awaiting with eagerness 
the handing down of the judgment of 
the Commissionens of the ‘Public Util- 
ities Board, will tfind interesting read- 
ing in the award which is set out 
hereunder. It was in the hands of the 
city officials and of the mamager of 
the company on Wednesday last. 

It is apparent from a perusal of the 
award that the whole question of the 
value of the company plant was ex- 
haustively studied, as well as_ the 
cost of operating the present plant 
and the estimated ‘cost of installation 
and operation of a more up-to-date and 
more suitable plant. The Board did 
not agree with the witnesses produced 
by either iparty to the dispute, ‘but 
based their findings almost entirely 
on the opinions and estimates of their 
own expert, Mr. ‘Pearson, who ‘wag 
sent down to make a practical survey 
into the running of the company and. 
the. value of its plant. % 

The Board finds that the present 
plant, with certain aiditions and alter- 
ations that are set out in the judeg- 
ment, would be suitable to the needs 
of the city, but that the fixed amd op- 
eration costs of such a plant would be 
more than is the present revenue of 4 
the company. The award therefore | 
finds that there should be no reduc- : 
tion in the rates charged. it states 
however that, owing to the fact that | 
the management of the company hav- 
ing invitedi an inquiry, the usual pro-_ 
cedure of giving costs to the swccess-; 
ful party is mot followed. Each party | 
is to pay its own costs of 'the hearing.

On August 22 of last year the City of 
Red Deer filed a complaint with the 
Board of Public Utility Commission- 
ers, claiming that the rates charged by 
the Western General Electric Com- 
pany, Limited, in the City of Red Deer, 
for electric light and power, were ex- 
cessive, and claiming a general reduc- 
tion of the Company's chatges to con- 
sumers, the remedying of certain dis- 
crimiu.iatory practices which the Com- 
pany is alleged to have been guilty of, 
and the maintenance of. adequate 
water pressure in the city’s water 
mains. . The main question at issue, 
however, is one of rates, involving, as 
will be seen later on, the question of 
the general fitness of the Company's 
present system for its present purpose. 

At the time of the first hearing of 
the complaint, the Company raised the 
question as to the Board's jurisdiction 
to hear the complaint, and upon the 
Beard's holding that the matter was 
within its jurisdiction, appealed from

BOARD OF TRADE 


There was-an attendance of about 
forty at the regular monthly luncheon 
of the Board of Trade, held on Monday 
in the McBride Hotel banquet room. 

After a nice lunch hadi been served, 
and the inner man satisfied, President 
E, 8. Hoge, the chairman, announced 
that owing to the unexpected heavy 
snow storm, Hon. Alex. Ross had not 
been able to get down from Edmon- 
ton. He thad promised to make the 
address, and W.'E. Payne, K.C., had 
very kindly consented: at the last mo- 
ment to substitute for him. Secretary 
Stephenson was ill with a “bad cold 
and unable to attend the mseting and 
the only business to be considered was 
the appointment of a nomination com- 
mittee to have the names of business 
men ready for next year’s officens on 
the Board. The President appointed 
J. G. Fulton convenor of the commit- 
tee with Messrs. A. T. Stephenson, H. 
C. Munn, J. C. Brazier and Dr. Colli- 
son the other members. 

W. E& Payne was greeted with a 
burst of applause as he rose to make 
his address. He apologised for the 
fact that he had not had sufficient 
notice to prepare a careful speech, 
but had been pressed into service at 
a late hour. He proposed to speak 
briefly on some of the legislation af- 
fecting us in Alberta. 

He.stated that Alberta has vast 
natural resources, and to reach the 
status to which we are entitled as a 
Province those resources must be de- 
veloped. Two things in particular are 
hampering that development, ‘the first 


whe wave of pessimism throughout the 


country, and the second the hamper. 
ing legislation on our statute books. 
Capital {is necessary for the natural 
development of our resources and 
nothing is more sensitive than capital 
to hampering or adverse legislaton. 

We are blessed with the finest land 
titles system fin existence, and it is 
the envy of all the other provinces of 
anada as well as the states of the 
Jnion. As first drawn and put on the 
atute books it provided that a cer 
Hflcate of change, showing a mortgago 
to be a first charge, had behind it the 
guarantee of the Province that the 
mortgage would remain a first charge 
except for taxes. When the real es- 
tate boom collapsed in 1913 and follow 
ing years, the act was altered ‘by poli- 
ticians for mundane purposes. First 
of all they amended the act so as to 
make the personal covenant in the 
land mortgage useless. The amend- 
ment affected not only subsequent 
mortgages but also every mortgage at 
that date im existence. Many com- 
panies at once withdrew from Alberta 
as far as loaning money was concern- 
ed. At the present ‘time, there are 
eleven other charges that may come 
ahead of a first mortgage, that is a 
mortgage that when executed is a 
first charge on the land mortgaged. 
Naturally every company has quit in- 
vesting in Alberta and will not return 
until the adverse legislation is re- 
moved, = 

The Tax Recovery Act was the most 
iniquitous of all, for under it two vears 
arrears of taxes might, in fact must, 
result in the vested titles in land be- 
ing wiped out. And this might hap- 
pen without any notice having ‘been 
given to the mortgagees or to anyone 
interested inthe property. Fortunately, 
last year an amendment provided that 
notice must be sent to all interested 
parties from and after 1925. 

The speaker referred briefly to 
other acts on the books, all of these 
in the nature of paternal legislation. 
He ended his address by stating that 
what is needed is less looking to gov- 
ernments for help and more atten- 
tion to honesty and thrift.

Distribution System 

There was no actual valuation given 
by the Company's expert upon the dis- 
tribution system. As already indi- 
cated, the City’s witnesses estimated 
that $37,000 would purchase a new dis- 
trivution system, and the present sys- 
tem was estimated to have been de- 
preciated fifty per cent, leaving its 
present value at $18,500. The Board's 
expert has placed the cost of a new 
distribution system at $33,000, and has 
estimated the value of the presenj dis- 
tribution system at $23,147. To make 
the required improvements in the pre- 
sent system, he estimates that $4,963 
would be required. This, it may be 
stated, does not provide for the in- 
stallation of a series street lighting 
system, as provided for in Mr. Martin’s 
estimate. However, the suggestion is 
made that the installation of such a 
system would effect such a saving in 
operating costs as to practically cover 
the interest on the necessary invest- 
ment therefor. 

Operating Costs of New Plant 

In dealing with the question of oper- 
ating costs, the Board desires to point 
out that the estimates submitted on 
behalf of the City have been based 
upon an annual consumption of 300,000 
k.w. hours, while the number of k.w.h. 
necessary to be generated to provide 
for_loss is placed at 335,000. The 
Board's expert, on the other hand, has 
taken the yearly consumption based 
upon the actual ccnsumption last 
year, that is 280,000 k.w.h., and he. has 
allowed for 350,000 k.w.h. to cover 
consumption and distribution loss also, 
However, in estimating the fuel con- 
sumption, the number of k.w.h. to be 
generated has been estimated at 
335,000, the estimate adopted by the 
City’s expert. 

Mr. Martin and Mr. Brown have 
filed with the Board a statement set- 
ting out in detail the allowances they 
have made to cover operating costs. 
These allowances are comprised under 
the following heads:— 

1. Fixed charges. 

2. Power plant labor. 

3. Distribution system labor. 

4. Management, office staff 
office expense. 

5. Variable costs at power plant. 

6. Variable costs of distribution sys- 
tem. 

For the purpose of dealing with the 
question of operating costs, these costs 
will be dealt with under the headings 
given, 


and 


(1) Fixed Charges 

The fixed charges include interest on 
the investment, depreciation allow- 
ance and an allowance for taxes 
and insurance, although the Board 
would prefer to have taxes 
and insurance appear as a separate 
item. The City’s allowance for fixed 
charges is based upon a capitalization 
of $75,500. This estimate covers an 
entirely new generating plant placed at 
$45,000, the taking over of the present 
distribution system at $18,600, and the 
expenditure thereon of $10,000, making 
a total of $73,500. The $2,000 differ- 
ence, apparently, arises from the fact 
that the depreciated value of the pre- 
sent power plant Is given as $12,000, 
but the salvaged value is given as only 
$10.000., 

The Board is satisfied that this esti- 
mate of $75,600 is too low. Cunning- 
ham's estimate for a two unit plant 
would be approximately $68,000, and 
Pearson's estimate is $73,850. Even 
with the possible deductions already 
referred to, the cost would approxi- 
mate $60,000. The Board, therefore,

lower than is generally allowed by 
American Utility Commissions in 
States where certainly the interest 
rates are considerably lower than here. 
In the Board's opinion, eight per cent 
is the lowest possible rate that should 
be considered in this case. There isno 
disagreement about the rate of four 
per cent to be allowed for depreciation. 
For interest and depreciation, there- 
fore, there should be made an allow- 
ance of twelve per cent on $105,500, 
that is $12,660. 

The City has made an allowance of 
three per cent on $75,500 for taxes and 
insurance, being $2,265. The taxes 
actually levied by the City last year 
were $2,760.28, and this year $2,414.03. 
The average yearly amount paid for 
insurance on the present plant, during 
the past three years, has been approx- 
imately $990. It is safe to say, there- 
fore, that on the new plant the in- 
surance would, at the very least, be 
that much, while if the same system 
of taxation is adopted in the future as 
has been in the past, the taxes upon a 
new plant would be naturally greater. 
In view of this, it would seem that an 
allowance of $3,200 for taxes and in- 
surance would not be unreasonable in 
this case. Therefore, under this head- 
ing the total charge would be $15,860. 

(2) Power Plant Labor 

There is little difference in the esti- 
mates of labor costs under this head- 
ing. It is admitted by all the expert 
witnesses that the present power house 
labor costs are low. Messrs. Martin 
and Brown place the power plant labor 
at $8,700 per year, Pearson at $9,200, 
and out of this amount the latter has 
apportioned $1,434 to the pumping con- 
tract, leaving $7,766 as the amount 
chargeable to the electric system. The 
Board is prepared to adopt the esti- 
mate of Messrs. Martin and Brown, 
and making a proportional allocation 
to the pumping contract of $1,356, the 
allowance to cover power plant labor 
would be $7,344. 

(3) Distribution System Labor 

These costs are placed by Martin 
and Brown at $2,100 per year, and by 
Pearson at $2,300.

In the items other than for fuel cost 
and fixed charges, the Board has 
adopted in these estimates the figures 
in connection with a new plant, al- 
though, in some cases, the operating 
costs of the old plant are slightly 
higher. The difference, however, is so 
small that it has been considered that, 
for the present purposes, the new plant 
estimates will approximately show the 
requirements of the old plant. , 

It wil] be seen that actually, from the 
standpoint of operating expenses, the 
old plant, with certain changes—if the 
Board's expert is correctz—-should be 
operated more cheaply than an entirely 
new plant, the saving being mainly in 
the fixed charges. The revenue last 
year of $39,199.69 from the power plant 
would not meet the requirements as 
shown by the estimate just given. 

From the figures given, it will be 
seen that, both from a reference to the 
operating costs of an entirely new 
power plant and modernized distribut- 
ing system and those of a system which 
involves the placing of the present 
plant in good condition in as econom- 
ical a manner as possible, the present 
revenue would not only be not exces- 
sive, but would actually fall somewhat 
below the estimated requirements. 

This application being in the main 
an application by the City for a de- 
crease of the rates, it appears there is 
nothing for the Board to do but to dis- 
miss the application. This does not 
mean that the various instances that 
have been cited to the Board of differ- 
entiation in rates to certain individuals 
are to be permitted to continue. With- 
out going into these cases in detail, it 
may be said that one of the objects of 
public utility regulation is. the elimin- 
ation of discrimination. The Board 
will expect the Company to at once 
discontinue any rates of a discrimin- 
atory nature, without the necessity of 
« formal Order. If, however, it comes 
to the attention of the Board that this 
condition of affairs continues, the nec- 
essary Order will be issued without 
any further hearing being required. In 
this connection, the Board desires to 
say that the supply of service to any 
shareholder, officer or employee of the 
Company, gratis, or at any reduction 
from the ordinary rates, is discrimin- 
avory, and must be discontinued forth- 
with Subject to this, the Board will, 
and it does now, order that this appli- 
cation be dismissed. 

The question of costs in this applie 
cation suggests some difficulty.

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CITY LOSES APPEAL 


(Continued from Page 1) 


hearing of the application was pro- 
ceeded with in June last, at Red Deer. 
Owing to the unsatisfactory nature’ of 
the evidence adduced at the hearing, 
the Board decided that it was advis- 
able to have an expert of its own go 
over the system and report thereon to 
the Board, and ‘Mr. Pearson, the 
Board's expert, has made that investi- 
gation and reported thereon. 


. History 

The Western General Electric Com- 
pany, Limited, holds an_ exclusive 
franchise for the supply of light and 
power to the City of Red Deer, the his- 
tory of this franchise being briefly as 
follows:— 

On the 29th of May, 1903, the Town 
of Red Deer granted what purported 
to be an exclusive franchise to the 
Western Telephone Company, Limited, 
a Company incorporated in December, 
1902, for the supply of a telephone ser- 
vice and an electric light and power 
service to the then Town of Red Deer 
and its inhabitants, the franchise be- 
ing for a period of twenty-five years 
from June 1, 19038. Under the terms of 
the franchise agreement, the Town had 
the right to purchase at the _ then 
actual cash value “the plant, mach- 
inery, equipment, franchise and assets 
of the Company” at the expiration of 
the term specified, upon giving one 
year’s notice in writing immediately 
next preceding the expiration of the 
agreement. Failing the exercise of this 
privilege, the franchise was to be con- 
tinued indefinitely for ten-year periods 
with the right on the part of the Town 
to purchase at the termination of any 
such ten-year period upon giying a 
year’s notice prior to the expiration of 
such period. 

Under the termsof this agreement, 
the Company undertook to have this 
plant ready to supply certain service 
to the Town within six months of the 
date thereof. The Company being in 
default in this regard, and it also ap- 
pearing that the Town did not have 
the power to grant an exclusive fran- 
chise as it had purported to do in the 
agreement, a supplementary agreement 
was entered into on the 23rd Novem- 
ber, 1903, between the Telephone Com- 
pany and the Town, whereby the Town 
granted the Company an extension of 
time for the completion of the plant, 
and the Company released the Town 
from its Obligations under the fran- 
chise agreement, so far as it might ap- 
pear that the Town had not the power 
to make the grant, and it was set out 
in the supplementary agreement that 
the Company should have “the exclu- 
sive franchise, rights and powers in 
the gaid agreement contained, insofar 
as it is in the power of the corporation 
to grant the same.” 

On September 8, 1904, the Western 
General Telephone Company, Limited, 
assigned all its assets and franchises, 
including lands, buildings, machinery, 
plant, material, good-will, contracts, 
rights and privileges of every nature 
and kind, to the Western General Elec- 
tric Company, Limited, a Company 
incorporated on September 1, 1904, for 
the object, amongst others, of acquir- 
ing and taking ovér the undertaking, 
assets and franchises of the Western 
Telephone Company, Limited, the con- 
sidertaion being set out as $30,000. 

On September 29, 1904, the Town of 
Red Deer entered into an agreement 
with the Western General Electric 
Company, Limited, under which the 
Town undertook to install a water- 
works system within the limits of the 
town, which system was to. include 
steam pumps of an approved design, 
and the Company agreed to furnish 
the power necessary to operate these 
pumps so as to supply the town with 
an adequate supply of water, both for 
domestic and town use. The Town 
agreed to pay $1,000 for all fire hy- 
drants up to twenty, and for each ad- 
ditional hydrant over twenty, the sum 
of $50 per annum, and the Company 
was to receive sixty per cent of the 
gross receipts of the town derived from 
all domestic and other services. Under 
the agreement, the Town agreed to fix 
a schedule of water rates, these rates 
to approximate the rates charged 
from time to time for like services in 
either Calgary or Edmonton . 

On October 5, 1904, under an agree- 
ment entered into between the West- 
ern Telephone Company, Limited, the 
Western General Electric Company, 
Limited, and the Town of Red Deer, 
the first mentioned Company further 
ussigned all its right and interest in 
the agreements of May 29 and Novem- 
her 23 to the Western General Electric 
Company, Limited, the latter Company 
covenanted to do and perform all the 
covenants, conditions, acts and things 
agreed and covenanted to be done by 
the Telephone Company, and_ the 
Town consented to and accepted such 
assignment. 

All the agreements already referred 
to were, by Section 104, of Chapter 39, 
of the Statutes of Alberta 1906, ratified 
and confirmed and declared binding 
upon the parties thereto, and it was 
therein declared that the Town should 
be deemed to have had, at the date of 
the agreements mentioned, full power 
and authority to grant the rights and 
privileges conferred thereby. All the 
agreements referred to are set out in 
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said, it seems useless to go into the 
investment costs as disclosed by the 
Company’s books. The Company’s 
account placed these costs at $98,377.62, 
allows an additional twenty-two per 
cent for construction overheads, a 
working capital of $7,600, making a 
total investment of $127,620.69. Mr. 
Harvey, the accountant who investi- 
gated the Company's books for the 
City of Red Deer, places the actual in- 
vestment at $79,420.43. 

It may be said, however, that even if 
the figures as given by the Company’s 
account could be accepted as a fair in- 
dication of the actual investment, the 
Board would take exception to any 
such allowance for construction over- 
heads as {is included in his figures. The 
allowance of any such percentage for 
this purpose, in a plant of this descrip- 
tion, is, in the Board’s opinion, wholly 
unwarranted. The expenditures have

The telephone system was sold to 
the Provincial Government in 1920, and 
since that time has been operated by 
the Government. The pumping con- 
tract did not contain any provision for 
a readjustment of compensation for 
the services rendered, and the original 
contract remains unchanged. That part 
of the application relating to this con- 
tract wags not pressed at the hearing, 
and may be taken as abandoned, leav- 
ing as the only issue the rates for 
electric Hght and power. 

Method of Determination of Rate Base 

In order to determine whether a rate 
ig reasonable or not for the service a 
public utility renders to the public, it 
is necessary to arrive at the fair value 
of the plant involved, or at an amount 
upon which it is considered the pro- 
prietors of the utility should receive a 
return, to determine the rate of that 
return, the amount that should be set 
aside for amortization or depreciation, 
and to determine the amount that 
should be allowed to cover operating 
expenses.

Valuation 

Actual investment made in a plant of 
this description is usually given very 
serious consideration by Public Utility 
Commissions in arriving at the value 
to be placed upon a public utility plant, 
in applications involving the question 
of rates. This does not mean that the 
figures relating to actual investment 
ns disclosed by the books of a Com- 
pany are taken as the controlling 
factor in arriving at the amount to be 
fixed as the fair value of the utility, 
but these figures, ordinarily, are given 
no Httle weight by commissions In ar- 
riving at a valuation of the plant in- 
volved. However, it may be said that 
in this case the Company’s books do 
not by any means afford satisfactory 
evidence of the actual, bona fide in- 
vestment. of the Company. Certain 
items charged up to capital investment 
on their face, do not appear to repre- 
sent any rez] asset. One such item is 
an amount of approximately $15,000 
which appeirs to represent the value 
placed upon the franchise when it was 
taken over from the Western Tele- 
phone Company. Another of these 
items covers an amount of $8,470, 
which appears to have been granted 
by the Company to Mr. W. A. Moore, 
in the form of a bonus for his services 
as manager, this being additional to 
his ordinary salary. A third item cov- 
ers an issue of $25,000 of stock to the 
ate Mr. John T. Moore, for services 
rendered in respect of promotion, or- 
ganization and assistance in financing 
the Company. 

In addition, there appears to be no 
sure way of determining in all cases, 
from the books, whether the items 
charged to capital account should not 
have been charged to operating ex- 
pense rather than to capital account. 
The books of the Company have not 
been kept under any system of utility 
accounting, and, while the Company 
may not be to blame in this respect, it 
does render difficult the determining 
of whether items have properly been 
charged up to capital account. Fur- 
thermore, it appears from the evidence 
that the Company was practically, 
from its inception, in the hands of the 
late Mr. John T. Moore, or in the 
hands of members of his family, and 
the accounts of certain members of 
the family appear to be very much 
mixed up with the accounts of the 
Company. The nature of the Company 
seems to be emphasized by the fact 
that although the shareholders receiv- 
ed no dividends, Mr. W. A. Moore, the 
Manager of the Company, and who 
now controls it, has, for the past few 
years, been in receipt of a salary alto- 
gether out of proportion to the size or 
importance of the Company.

It is not necessary, however, to con- 
sider the question of depreciation, 80 
far as it relates to any actual invest- 
ment cost, for the Board is convinced 
that the simplest and most satisfactory 
way of dealing with this matter is to 
endeavor to arrive at what the plant 
is actually worth today, taking into 
account its condition by reason of 
wear and tear, and céOnsidering also 
the extent to which it has now be- 
come obsolete. The City has submit- 
ted to the Board the valuations arrived 
at by Mr. Martin, an electrical en- 
gineer and by Mr. R. A. Brown, Super- 
interdent of the Calgary Electric 
power plant. On behalf of the Com- 
pany, valuations have been submitted 
by Mr. E. G. Hill, a consulting en- 
gineer, and by Mr. W. J. Cunningham, 
Superintendent of the Edmonton 
power plant. In addition, the Board 
has had a valuation of the plant made 
by its own electrical engineer. 

There is a wide spread between the 
valuations submitted by the Company 
and those submitted by the City. This, 
no doubt, is explained by the attitude 
taken by the respective witnesses in 
regard to the usefulness and adapta- 
tion of the present plant for the pur- 
poses for which it is required, and 
brings up the whole question of de- 
preciation, arising both from wear and 
tear and from obsolescence.

The position taken by the City’s ex- 


perts is thet so far as the power plant 


{s concerned, it will be cheaper in the 
Jong run to scrap the present plant and 
to instal an entirely new power plant. 
These witnesses agree that at the time 
the plant was put up it was in accor- 
dance with good engineering practice, 
but they claim it has become wholly 
obsolete through change in the char- 
acter and type of equipmient now being 
used in up-to-date plants. They state 
that owing to the type of equipment 
now being used, the operating costs 
are wholly excessive, and that the 
cheapest way to eliminate these exces- 
sive costs {s to replace the present 
plant with an entirely new one. As a 
consequence, the value they have 
placed upon the present power plant is 
purely and simply a scrap value, that 
is, the amount at which ‘it can be 
salved at. The cost of reproducing the 
present power plant is placed at 
$36,000, and it is estimated that the 
present plant is now depreciated 66 
per cent, leaving the present value 
thereof at $12,000. The cost of repro- 
ducing the distribution and _ street 
lighting systems is given at $37,000, 
and the depreciation thereon is given 
at 50 per cent, leaving the present 
value for the distribution and street 
lighting systems at $18,500, or a total 
of $30,500 for the complete system now 
operated by the Company. 

The total cost of a modernized gen- 
erating and distributing plant is given 
by the City’s experts at $75,500. These 
witnesses propose to take over the 
present power plant and distribution 
system at what they claim is their de- 
preciated value, namely $30,500. They 
would install a new modern generating 
plant of 400 h.p. capacity for $45,000, 
spend $5,500 in overhauling the present 
distributing system and $4,500 for the 
installation of a new series’ street 
lighting system. The expenditure, 
consequently, for the modernized sys- 
tem would be $85,500, but it is expect- 
ed that $10,000 will be realized from 
the old plant, leaving a net expenditure 
of $75,500. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hill, in the 
report he has filed with the Board, 
gives a value of $120,020.69 without al- 
lowing for working capital. No allows 
ance was made for depreciation, it is 
stated, because the property has not 
ben able to set aside a depreciation 
reserve out of income. This amount, 
however, must include certain allow- 
ances for overheads, as the inventory 
value is given as somewhat over 
$95,000, and this is the value placed by 
him upon the plant in his evidence be- 
fore the Board. Mr. Cunningham 
agrees with Mr. Hill in regard to his 
valuation. These witnesses, while ad- 
mitting that the power plant is toa 
certain extent obsolescent, do not ad- 
mit that the only value it possesses at 
present is a scrap value. It is oper- 
ating, and it is capable of operating 
for a long.time to come. It, therefore, 
resolves itself really into the question 
whether or not the present plant can 
operated economically, possibly 
in 
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cross-compound 


order to secure proper economy, the 
present power plant must be eliminat- 
ed entirely. 

The Board has already indicated thet 
it was not satisfied with the evidence 
offered at the hearing, and it may be 
said that the evidence relating to the 
valuation of the plant and to opara tine 
costs was not such, in the Bsard‘s 
opinion, as to warrant it in basing $ 
decision thereon, and it is for this rea. 
son that it has had {ts own electrical 
expert go thoroughly into the euastion 
of the valuation of the plant, 2d the 
question of operating costs of the 
present plant and of a modernized 
plant. , 

In the present case, the question of 
plant value and operating costs seems 
to be closely related, for the reason- 
ableness or unreasonableness of the 
operating costs appears to be the test 
as to whether or not the plant should 
be considered commercially capable of 
Operation, or should be considered 
obsolete, If, with the expenditure of a 
reasonable sum of money, the present 
plant can be put into such condition 
that it can be operated fairly econo- 
mically, then, manifestly, it would be 
unreasonable to scrap it, and its value 
will be determined upon its usefulness 
for producing electric power‘and not 
merely by what it 1s estimated it will? 
bring when scrapped. The reason- 
ableness or unreasonableness of the 
Operating costs of a_ renovated 
plant must be determined by 
their comparison with those of a 
new modern plant. And it may be 
added that it is in regard to the power 
plant that the greatest difference of 
opinion exists, covering as it does the 
cost of construction of a new plant, 
the value of the existing one, and 
Operating costs. 

Mr. Martin and Mr. Brown place the 
cost of a new modern power plant of 
400 h.p. at $45,000. This plant would 
comprise the necessary boilers and two 
150 k.w. steam turbine generators. Mr. 
Cunningham gave the cost of a new 
power plant at $52,112, the particulars 
being as follows:—

There seems to be something like a 
wave of depression over our dity and 
district at the present time. Store- 
keepers complain of dull trade. Far- 
mers speak of crop failure and conse: 
quent scarcity of cash. There arg 
Tumours of several well known citi- 
zens leaving the city for far-off flelds 
that seem promisingly green. It ds 
foolish to attempt to deny hard facts 
or to affect an optimism which is 
not justified by the existing situation. 
Undoubtedly the crop results in this 
district for the past year were bad. 
It is regrettably true that business 
openings dn the city are very re. 
Stricted. It is possible that in some 
directions too many men have beea 
trying to make a living in the city, 
and that they are wise to recognize 
the fact and look elsewhere for profit- 
able work. Yet, with all that possibly 
tme, we do not believe ithat there is 
any need for general loss of confi. 
dence. It is not often that such un- 
favourable crop conditions are found 
in this district. Early drought, an ex- 
ceptionally severe ‘hailstorm, a coM 
and wet autumn, and an abnormally 
early winter—all these combined are 
forunately a rare experience for us 
to face. They do not affect the main 
fact that thts is and will be one of the 
very best and’ richest districts of 
Canada in all rounl productive capa- 
city, that our climate is healthy, bright 
and tempered ‘by the kindly chinook 
winds, that our little city is paying ‘its 
way in a manner that much more pre. 
tentious communities ought to ‘but 
Seemingly cannot do, and that we 
have got a reputation as an emigran: 
centre which is likely to be of high 
value in the coming period of develop- 
ment. What we need now is to take 
careful stock of the position without 
undue pessimism or optimism, to se2 
what retrenchments or economies are 
necessary in the temporary time of 
stress, to consider thow we can co- 
operate with and help one ancther, 
and to keep our heads and our hearts 
up till we win through to _ better 
times.

THE PROGRAMME OF THE NEW 
BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


The programme outlined in the 
King’s speech by the new Conserva- 
tive Government of Great Britain con- 
tains several items of direct interest 
to Canadians. Certain points in the 
programme, such as housing and un- 
employment, concern almost alone the 
British people, but there are others, 
such as British preference and foreign 
policy, which affect us intimately. It 
is wholly satisfactory that the scheme 
of preference on such Empire products 
as dnied fruits, which was arranged at 
the last Imperial Conference, is now 
to be put {mto force, after being for a 
time rejected by the late Labour 
Government. This should be of dis- 
tinct service to the fruit growers of 
British Columbia and the Maritime 
Provinces, and it is always possible 
that if the scheme of mutual prefer- 
ence ‘works well, it may in time be ex- 
tended in other directions. Then the 
new policy of full discussion and inter- 
communication between the British 
Giovernment and the Dominions is be- 
ing brought into action in connection 
with, the Hgyptian crisis, whch for 
the moment seems: like being settled 
Possibly the point which concerns us 
in Western Canada most closely is 
the declaration of the British Govenn- 
ment’s belief in a vigorous and organ- 
jzed scheme of overseas settlement. 
That must mean the bringing In of 
settlers to the West with government 
supervision and government aid. 
which again means a flowing current 
of men and money to produce new 
wealth and stimulate the energy of 
the whole community. It is to be hop- 
ed that our Dominion Government will 
receive the proposals of the British 
Government cordially and co-operate in 
them to the utmost possible extent.

LIQUOR SMUGGLING FROM 
CANADA TO THE STATES 


.From recently published figures it 
appears that the revenue derived by 
Canada in the past year from export 
ed alcoholic liquors was double that 
of the previous year. There is little 
doubt that most of this exported liquor 
went into the United States. There 
isa rather difficult ternational prob- 


of view it is entirely lillegal. The 
same problem is at issue in the Nquor 
traffic from Great Britain to the 
States. The British liquor smugglers 
stop mainly outside the new limit 
within which the search for liquor is 
allowed. The Canadian smugg'ers 
may sometimes cross the border {utc 
the States, but probably prefer the 
safer method of transferring the lijuor 
o their American colleagues on tha 
Canitian side and leaving the Amer: 
cans to break their own laws. In 
one sense it is quite incorrect to spyak 
of the Canadian or British smuggiers 
since in the eyes of their own laws 
they are not smugglers at all but 
persons engaged jin a quite legal if 
somewhat dubious traffic. 

It is difficult to regard this traffic 
with pride or even satisfaction. Even 
ifitis admitted that there is much of 
hypocrisy and intolerance about the 
American prohibition laws, even if it 
is beyond doubt that a very numerous 
section of the American people dis- 
approve of thiose laws, and take a 
pleasure im breaking them, still the 
laws exist, and the deliberate bwilding 
up of a trade based wholly on their 
violation from the side of our country 
is not a satisfactory thing at all. If 
the position had been reversed; if we 
had stuck to our prohibition laws, and 
the Americans bad repeaeled theirs 
and then proceeded to pour liquor fn- 
to Camadain defiance of our law, it is 
possible to imagine a quite formidable 
wave of indignation gatherng in 
Canada against those whom we should 
probably have called unscrupulous, 
dollargrabbing Yankees. It is a 
matter for quite serious consideration 
whether our Dominion laws should 
not be adjustedito put a stop, so far as 
possible, to the export of liquor into 
countries which have prohibition laws, 
On the other hand the Nattonalists are 
not nearly strong enough to take com- 
plete command of the situation. A 
coalition of moderate republican par- 
ties will probably form the German 
government for the next little time, 
and will be able to prevent violent 
reaction or immediate restoration of 
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the German monarchy. The result 
of the electiow has not disturbed thea 
money and stock market to any ex- 
tent. That market, with the British 
sterling exchange rising steadily to 
within reasonable sight of par, is the 
best possible indication that the pros- 
pects of peace and stability for the 
world in general are fairly bright.

THE GERMAN 
GENERAL ELECTION 


The general electiom which ‘has just 
been held in Germany: ‘has left the 
political situation there in a rather 
unsatisfactory condition. Ludendorf 
and his party ofextreme reactionaries 
on one side, ‘and the Communists on 
the other have been more or less extim- 
guished, but the Nationalists have dis- 
tinctly gained ground, particularly in 
the elections to the Prussian partia- 
ment. Prussia dominates Germany i'n 
much the same way as a dombined 
Ontarig and Quebec would dominate 
Canada. The German Nationalists 
stand for anything but a _ resigned 
and tranquil acceptance of Germany’s 
defeat im the late war, and the conse- 
quences of that defeat is embodied 
in the Versailles Treaty and the settle- 
ment based on the Dawes report. The 
strength of the Nationalists means a 


formidable element in German public 
life aiming at a reversal or at least a 
modification of the recent settlement. 
The export of arms and munitions of 
war without government authority has 
been made flilegal dn many civilized 
countries in order tto prevent their 
being sent to countrigs where they are 
likely to be put to unlawful and harm- 
ful purposes. <The same principle 
might conceivably ‘be applied to this 
liquor traffic with: the States. It fs 
notia'traffic which is likely to improve 
our relations with our great neighbour, 
nor is it a highly creditable one in 


itself. Its cessation would probabiy 
be ‘a distinctly good thing for 
Canada.

GERMANY STILL 
TURNING OUT 
WAR MATERIAL 
ALLIES FIND 


The Procese of Conciliation Receives 
Setback As Result of Report 


Paris, December 12—The process 
of conciliation between Germany and 
the allies, particularly with France, 
has received a setback, it is feared in 
French circles, by ‘the report of the 
intemallied mifiittary control mission 
in Germany to the effect that the 
provisions of the Versailles treaty 
concerning disarmament are not be 
ing carried out. 

The allied mission, according to its 
report, has found that the German 
general staff continues: its delibera- 
tions, as it did ‘before the war; that 
the German arms factories are turn- 
ing out new-war material and that, 
contnary to the treaty, there is in 
Genmany, an effective force of sol- 
diers far surpassing the l{mit fixed by 
the Versailles pact. 

Hindrances to Work 

The mission complains of innumer- 
able hindrances put in the way of its 
work. These hindrances, it was stat- 
ed, did not, however, prevent it from 
discovering factories installed for the 
production of arms and. munitions, and 
the finding of secret stocks of newly- 
made rifles andi cannons. 

This report, it is understood, will 
put the council of ambassadors in the 
dilemma of renouncing the conditions 
it imposed on itself to transform the 
mission of control from a military to 
a civilian body, or of opposing the 
policy of the present French govern- 
ment ‘which favors immediate trans- 
fer of the report for the military con- 
trol of Germany to the League of Na- 
tions. 

The opinion in French official circt- 
es, is that Germany's activities in 
re-establshing her military equipment, 
and keeping up ap unauthorized train: 
ed force of men, igs more directly 
threatening to Poland than to France, 
because she has Jess to gain from war 
than from the conciliatory negoti- 
ations which the new French govern- 
ment has. inaugumated, and ‘because 
the revenge feeling in Germany runs 
much stromger.against Poland than 
against France.

BRITISH YOUTH, 
BOY OR GIRL 


Miss Bondfield Finds No Prejudice 
Against the “Home Child” Here 


London, December 13.—Canada is. 


a most desirable land for the British 
youth, boy or girl. 
dice in the Dominion against the 
“home child,” and farmers’ sons are 
not reluctant in selacting home girls 
for their wives. 


There is no preju- 


Those children at 
present in fanm homes in the Domin- 
ion are, in the main, “thoroughly hap 
py, and would on no account return 
to the Old Country.” ; 

These are among the important 
findings of the British delegation 
headed by Miss Margaret Bondfield, 
parliamentary secretary to the min 
{istry of labor in the MacDonald gov- 
ernment, which recently toured Cana- 
da for the purpose of studying the 
British youth in his new home on the 
Canadian farm, and his status and 
treatment, in a report which was 
made available here last night. Tha 
delegation found that in many cases 
the children are regarded as members 
of the family; are well cared for, and 
an interest taken in their future. Only 
in a few cases did {t meet evidences 
of unhappy cases, possibly the child 
being unadapted to its new sunround 
ings. The report urges that children 
should emigrate to Canada as soon as 
they have finished school, and in not- 
ing that there are ‘three times as many 
boys as girls emigrating to the Dom- 
inion, suggests that an effort should 
be made to imcrease the proportion of 
girls, 

System Is Adequate 
The report sets out that the dele. 


gation visited many children in hom 
es and conversed individually and pri- 
vately with them and in no case was 


the visit of the. British government 


officials expected. It says that the de- 


mand in Canada for children from 
Great Britain is due in a few cases to 
the genuine desire of childless per- 
sons to have a child as a member of 
their family, but in the majority of 
cases ‘the child ds required in the 
capacity of help. Despite the pre- 
cautions already taken, a few child- 
ren were found to be suffering from 
physical defects, but the existing sys- 
tem of medical examination seems 
adequate. Regarding temperamental 
unsuitability it seams that there is a 
necessity for a more careful study of 
each child ,and although the  stata2- 
ments mlade by social workers are to 
the effect that the large proportions of 
the immigrant children figure later in 
hospitals, asylums, etc., the returns, it 
would appean, are foumded on tfne 
sufficient data.

‘The members of the King Cabinet 
are using everything possible in the 
way of figures to show that ‘the coun.

Sir Frederick Williams Taylor, gen 
eral manager of the Bank of Montreal, 
whose word on business conditions is 
accepted by all, said recently in his 
annual address to his shareholders: 
“That general trade ts dull, to put it 
mildly, {is mo delusion. Taxation is 
heavy to an extent that discourages 
new enterprises. Many of our indus 
tries are running on half-time, with 
diminished profits or no profits at all, 
The cost of tiving is high, and our 
population, in point of numbers, is at 
a standstill or worse.” 

Take the boot and shoe industry. 
Speaking at the recent convention of 
the Shoe Manufacturers’ Association 
of Canada, President Deslongchamps 
said: “It is vital that the internal and 
external conditions responsible for 
the present chaotic state of the shoa 
manufacturing industry in Canada 
should be remedied, if the industry is 
to survive.” He said that the industry 
was headed for bankruptcy, if some- 
thing were not done to protect it from 
the unfair competition of European 
countries, a competition that has be- 
come worse through the tariff redwe- 
tions of the King Government. 

And yet in the face of all this, the 
members of the Government quote 
rows of figures to show that the coun- 
try today is propsperous because it 
shipped out an unprecedented volume 
of wheat last year. 3 

Some years ago Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
boasted that when he came into power 
it would not be necessary to cfte 
reams of statistics in order to demon- 
strate to the people that they were 
well off.

Calmette, expressed his gratitude at 
the generous offer to provide the seed 
culture firee of charge, and stated that 
the culture could be developed at the 
University which was recognized by 
the Rockefeller Institute, and that all 
test work would be under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Talbot, of the Agricultural 
Department. i : 

Alberta is very fortunate in having 
been able to procure the culture, and, 
so far as jis known, this is the only 
place on the American continent to 
secure the culture thus far.

LABOR LEADER OF U.S. 
DEAD 


Samuel Gémpers Pasges Away in Hos- 
pital at San Antonio 


Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, died 
at 4.10 o’clock Saturday morning. 

The primary cause was acute heart 
disease with pulmonary oedema, com- 
plicated with advanced nephritis and 
arterial ‘hypertension. 

Mr. Gompers had ‘been improving 
early in the night, and had taken two 
or 'three naps, but a change occurred 
at 2.30 a.m., and his heart began to 
fail, refusing to respond to drugs. 


At the annual session of the Amer!- 
can Federation of Labor at El Paso, 
Texas, last month, Mr. Gompers was 
elected president for the forty-third 
time. That session was followed by a

Ireland were at large in Belfast and 
Ulster generally, and were trying to 
create a reign of terror, which should 
paralyze that government. The gov- 
ernment and people of Ulster, how- 
ever, made up their minds that in 
dealing with the gunmen and their 
sympathizers, half measures and 
peageful persuasion were useless, and 
they acted accordingly. it is said 
that just as soon as the British Gov- 
ernment handed over full power ‘to 
act to the Northern Government, the 
known haunts of the gunmen in _ Bel- 
fast were invaded by armed and or- 
ganized bands of men from the Bel- 
fast shipyards, who used their revolv- 
ers with such ruthless thoroughness 
that gunmen and sympathizers got a 
lesson which once and for all took the 
heart out of them.

ical position over ports like Dublin, 
that even in spite of the: tariff it may 
be cheaper to bring the goods through 
the Ulster ports into the North and 
the Free 
State than through Dublin or any 
other Free State port. Further, it 
is one thing for the Free State to en- 
act a tariff law'and quite another to 
put it into force in practice. Thus 
there is a tariff on sugar imported 
from Northern Ireland into the Free 
State, and the main result of that 
tariff has ‘been to put up the price of 
sugar for large numbers of people in 
the Free State and' also to create a 
flourishing smuggling trade between 
Ulster and the Free State. The Free 
State papers complain about the 
leniency with which the Ulster auth- 
orities look on this smuggling trade, 
but they conveniently ignore the fact 
that it could not exist at all if it 
were not for the deliberate schemes 
of Free State dealens and citizens 
generally to break the laws of their 
own country. A people who have 
been encouraged for years to defy any 
and every government regulation that 
they possibly could, are not likely to 
change their ways all at once merely 
because the Government which im- 
posed the regulations is now a more 
or less independent Irish government, 
and least of all are they likely to do 
so in the case of regulations which 
affect detrimentally their purses and 
their stomachs. What is happening 
in the case of the sugar trade will 
quite probably happen in the case of 
other trades also, so that the business 
men of Northern Ireland are looking 
to the future with nothing like the 
anxiety which consumes those of th2 
Free State. In effect Ulster says: “We 
can do perfectly well without the 
Free State but the Free State will 
have a hard time to do without us.” 

This economic superiority of Nor- 
thern Ireland and its people to the 
Free State is a fact which is hardly 
questioned by intelligent men in the 
latter country. There is something, 
indeed, almost pathetic in the recog- 
nition ‘by Southern Irishmen of the 
Ulstermen’s ‘business superiority. It 
is even suggested that if Ulster did 
make wp her mind to unite with the 
Free State, in a very short time the 
whole government of Ireland would 
fall into the hands of Ulstermen for 
no other reason than sheer ‘intrinsic 
merit and energy. 

Forthe time being, however, (here 
is no quesion of union between the two 
sections of Ireland, Business men 
may deplore the absurdity of customs 
barriers existing between the two 
states and may say that such barriers 
cannot continue to exist, but just as 
long as the influence of men like D- 
(Valera and of the Roman Catholic 
priests threatens to besupreme or is 
remotely likely to ‘be swpreme in the 
(Free State, so long will Northern Ire- 
land refuse to consider the question 
of Union. Ulstermen point to the con- 
‘dition of things in the Free State, to 
the unstable imcalculable political 
conditions, to the lack of business en- 
terprise and the existing business 
depression, to the conditions of pover- 
ty and dint in which so many of the 
‘Southern Irish are apparently quite 
content to live, to the corruption in 
public life which has forced the Free 
State Government to suppress no less 
than twelve local government bodies, 
including the corporation of Dublin 
dtself, to the backward state of educa- 
tion 'In Southern Treland and the reluc- 
tance of the authorities there to set 
about radical improvements in this 
respect, to such unpractical and vis- 
ionary ideas as the attempt to compel 
the people to learn Trish in the 
é6chools, though there is no likelihood 
that Irish will ever become the lan- 
guage of every day use, to the osten- 
‘tatious abandonment of all the old 
symbols of union and common na- 
tionality with Great Britain such as 
the Union Jack and the National An. 
them. To all such things the men of 
‘Northern freland point and say: “Are 
we to unite with such a country and 
such a people and run the risk of be- 
ing dragged down along with them in- 
to bankruptcy and ruin? Never. Great 
‘Britain may come near to repaying our 
Joyalty by thrusting us out of the 
‘United Kingdom, but if that has to ‘be, 
then we shal] stand alone.” That is 
the note that is hleard constantly 
throughout Northern Ireland. “We 
may have to stand alone, ‘however 
unwillingly, but stand we shall.” There 
may possibly be an element of narrow- 
mess and Mmited outlook about the 
Ulster attitude, but iit is impossible 
to deny ‘the sturdy, self-reftamt inde- 
pendence of it. It is impossible to 
question its unfaltering courage. 

It will be remembered that Ulster 
has steadily refused to have anything 
to do with the Boundary Commission 
which under the Treaty between Sout 
which under thle Treaty between 
Southern Ireland and Great Britain 
was to be set up to determine the 
boundary between Northern Ireland 
and the Free State. This refusal 
was the cause of the passing ‘by the 
British and Free State Parliaments 
of the recent act for the appointment 
iby Great Britain of a commissioner to 
act on behalf of Ulster. Before the 
bilt for this purpose was introduced 
into Parliament, a series of great 
meetings! were held in Ulster to pro- 
test against ft. These meetings took 
place at Enniskillen, Omagh, London- 
derry, and Belfast, and! they were ad- 
dressed by the leading men of Nor- 
therm Ireland and also by several Eng- 
lish members of Parliament. They 
were notable meetings, not so much 
for what was said at them as for the 
tone and temper which dominated 
them. For the most part there was 
little that was new ‘in the speeches 
made. The arguments already famil- 
iar were repeated over and over again 
in varying manner, but one and all 
endesi with a declaration of resolve 
that under no Circumstances whatever 
wit Northern Ireland surrender any 
part of the territory to the Free State 
except so far‘as concerns trifling recti- 
fications of the boundary in one direc- 
tion or another. There was no. at- 
tempt to shirk the fact that this may 
mean wart, and at the same time there 
was very little im the way of bragging 
as to the outcome of such war. It ap- 
peared to be recognized that th? 
struggle might ‘be severe and critfoel 
to a degree. All that was taken for 
granted was that it would be fought 
out to the end of Ulster’s endurance. 
Under such circumstances the speech- 
es which were most effective were 
not the polished correct debating 
efforts, but those which most  ob- 
viously expressed. absolute sincerity 
and resolute determination, Thus the 
speeches of the visiting English 
members of Parliament were listened 
to on the whole with only polite ‘inter- 
est. The Oxford accent and manner, 
or the spurious {mitation of them dy 
not accord well with the spirit of old 
time conventicles. Far mire accept- 
able was the method of one old 
Ulsterman, bearing the rank hath of 


British ‘Lieutenant-Colone: and. of 
knighthood, who addiressed his fellow 
Orangemen in terms which combined

Neither at these demonstrations nor 
in private conversations has any at- 
tempt been made to deny the fact: that 
in parts of Northerm Ireland, notably 
the counties of Tyrone and Ferman. 
agh, and' the city of Londonderry, the 
Catholics outnumber the Protestants, 
and would probably vote for union 
with the Free State. The angument 
of the Ulstermen ‘is ¢hat these major- 
ities are of recent creation. To some 
extent at least they are due to Ulster's 
losses in the war against Germany. A 
certain amount of deliberate plant- 
ing of Catholics Im Ulster appears to 
have taken place. Some have come 
there bceause of the better economic 
conditions existing in Northern Ire- 
land, though conversely others have 
left Northern Ireland because of the 
political conditions. It is, however, | 
only in numbers that these local ma- 
jorities exist. As flar as property, 
wealth, and business ‘importance are 
concerned, the Protestants are far in 
advance of tthe ‘Catholics, who velong 
mainly to the unskilled labouring 
classes. Therefore, the Protertants 
say: “We have made this North-easc 
corner of Ireland. Our work reclaim- 
ed ‘the bogs of Tyrone and Fermanagh, 
and turned them into ‘fertile farm 
lands. We are not going to give them 
up now at the demand of those who 
have dione nothing to help build up 
the country, but have come into ‘t 
only when our men wereaway fight- 
ing the Empire's battles in France, or 
to get work which would never have 
been available for them but for us.” 
It is obvious that this argument is a 
one-sided one, but it canmot be denied 
that it has at least some force an¢ 
some justice, 

Further, the Uilster men say that if 
the Free State demand is granted now. 
the next step will be a further infiltra- 
tiom of Catholics into the remainder 
of Northern Ireland, and in time ano- 
ther demand for yet more territory 
to be transferred to the Free State, 
until Northern Ireland is gradually 
reduced in respect of territory to the 
vanishing point. Therefore, the 
Ulster answer to tthe Free State de 
mand' for Tyrone and Fermanaghi s: 
“Never,” and the watchword which 
has beceme general throughout Nor- 
thern Ireland lis: ‘‘Not am dmch.” At 
the Omagh meeting, amongst the 
Union Jacks and Orange Lodge ban. 
ners carried by the crowd, there was 
one banner with the inscription: “Not 
enough to feed a. ”’ and beneath 
the words was the painted! figure of a 
shinny goat, a somewhat grotesque 
but effective expression of the Ulster 
resolve against the surrender of terri- 
tory to the Free State. 

Rectification of the boundary Ulster 
is perfectly ready to discuss. The 
present boundary is an absurdity, als 
may be gathered from the fact that at 
one point the Great Northern Railway 
line, in a distance of some 15 miles, 
crosses and re-crosses the ‘boundary 
no less than seven ‘times, making the 
question of customs reguiation a prac- 
tical impossibility. Anything beyond 
rectification Ulster will not hear of, 
and if necessary, is absolutely deter- 
mined to oppose. The single purpose 
of Ulster is ‘to stand by the settle. 
ment made under the Home Rule Act 
of 1920, and to make of the six coun- 
ties area then constituted a prospercus 
and peaceful part of the Empire. 
“What we have, we hold,” fs their ex- 
pression of that purpose,, and’ it will 
not easily be shaken.
